SMALL NUMBERS 


OF ARMY WORMS 


INVADE COUNTY 


Army worms, w hich have devas­ 
tated num erous farm s in Bedford. 
Blair, H untingdon and W estm ore­ 
land counties, have appeared in the 
eastern p a rt of A dam s county, near 
Hanover. C ounty Agent M T H a rt­ 
m an said today. 
The infestation does not appear 
now to be very large, he added, 
noting th a t where o th er counties 
have been invaded by m illions of 
the hairless caterpillars, only a sm all 
num ber have bene found here. 
Called arm y worms because they 
travel apparently in disciplined b a t­ 
talions and always in a straig h t line 
to their next objective, th e I*a to 
tw o-inch caterp illars eventually be­ 
come brow nish gray moth* with a 
tw o-inch 
w ingspread. 
T he 
larvae 
resem ble cutw orm s. H artm an stud 
W hen traveling in sufficient n u m ­ 
bers, the worms will completely de­ 
stroy the farm crops of a single 
farm in th e course of a day. 
Two >pruys Effective 
Traveling across roads they pre­ 
sent a traffic m enace. Both DDT 
and chlordane have proven effective 
in sprays against the worms, H a rt­ 
m an said, w ith most farm ers using 
one pound of actual DDT or one 
pound of actual chlordane per acre.

farm ers in 
Bedford 
and 
oth er counties have actually wiped 
out their potential hay and barley 
crops 
in 
the 
b attle 
ag ain st 
the 
worms. N either DDT nor chlordane 
can be used on hay or on m ature 
barley and barley is being cut now 
throughout the county. M any farm ­ 
ers, he said have sprayed both b a r­ 
ley and hay, w hen the worms a p ­ 
pear. in order to wipe out the worm 
an d prevent its reappearance next 
year, despite the fact th at by spray­ 
ing they also lost th eir entire crop. 
T he mild w inter and wet spring are 
blam ed for the large num ber of 
arm y worms appearing this year, 
H artm an advised ta n n e rs th at the 
situ atio n in the county, tis of the 
present m om ent, is not serious. It is 
believed th a t the w orm s seen near 
H anover have m igrated from York 
county, som e p arts of which are 
heavily infested.
